How to Treat a Frightened Horse. 


A man who lias had much expe- 


rience in managing horses, says: 
'Whenever nervous horsemen notice 
their horse directing his ear to any 
point whatever, or indicating the 
slightest disposition

become 


afraid, let them, instead of pulling 
the rein to bring the horse toward 
the object causing its nervousness, 
pull it on the other side. This will 
instantly divert the attention of the 
horse fioiu the object exciting his 
u.spirion, and in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred the horse will pay 
no more attention tothe object,from 
which he will fly away if forcibly 
driven to it by pulling on the wrong 
reiu. 
The practice most persons 


havt- of forcing a horse up to the 
ohjert, frightening, is dangerous and 
useless." 


(leasiiring Corn. 


A number of rules for measuring corn 


have been published. Ai a multiplicity 
ol rules tend to confuse, the question 
arises, why can w« nut have one good 
rule? The reason is obvious, 
New 


corn will not measure aa many bushels 
to the foot or inches as old corn, on ac- 
count of shrinkage. A crib of corn 
measured in tbe fall will not yield as 
many bushels to the cubic Tout aa when 
measured in the spring or summer. Corn 
in w< gon, when first put in, will not 
measure att much to 'be foot as when 
hauled several miles. Hence the necess- 
ity of working by different rales under 
different circumstances 
All rules are 


based U[>OD tbe number of cubic iiches 
in a bushel of shelled corn, which is 
2150 4. If all iwn shelltxl put tbe same 
under all circumstances, it would be 
very easy to have one rule. As near 
right na any rule I have tried is twelve 
cubic iVrt h> the barrel for corn in crib 
in the fall of the year, eleven and a half 
feet in spring time and about eleven feet 
in smnmer; twelve feet M thrown in 
wagon in the fifl'l and eleven and a 
quarter hauled four or five miles.

tiM of each flongrossioBal district in 
IlltMM MBM 1870, from which it ap- 
pears that the fourteenth district has 
gaiMd nore than anj other in the 
it***, ootside of Chicago. The three 
districts of th»t citj show an aggregate 
increase of 260,291, the per cent, gain- 
ed being 78 in the first aod second, and 
41 in the third. The fourteenth dis- 
trict gained 32,357, an increase of 23 
per'cent. The next greatest inctcase 
was in the nineteenth district, which 
shows a gain of 30,283, or 22 per 
cnt . None of the other districts 
show as mnch as 20 per cent, increaee, 
the nearest appro»ch to that figure be- 
ing in the eighth, which shows 19 per 
cent. The remainder show an increase 
of from 5i to 18 per cent., except the 
tenth, which decreases one ball of one 
per cent. ^mm

a finer display, on a like occasion, than 
that of yesterday, when Gov. Callom 
and fie other new State officers were for- 
mally inaugurated.

Sbuman bade a pleasant fare- 
wall to the body over which he had pre- 
sided for four yearn with such signal 
satisfaction to all concerned.

« BOYCOlTINe " 


WJut It to-How It U Done-lto Ml- 


caey IB Ireland. 


The word "boycotting" has been add- 


ed recently to tho literature of Irish 
politics. The operation of boycotting, 
growing out of the practice first and 
most signally put upon an Irish farmer 
ot that name very recently, U among 
the simplest yet surest means of bring- 
ing presenn to bear on landlords of any 
that kas been devised. It can- only be 
carried out effectively by a people act- 
ing in unison, and the secrecy with 
which it is exercised makes it strong, 
though impalpable, force. The nearest 
approach to it in England was the sys- 
tem of what is called "picketing" by 
members of the trades onion, when on 
a strike, to prevent "rats," or non-union 
men, from engaging to work lor em- 
ployers at wages that the striking trades 
unionists had refused. 
In "picketing" 


the non-union men were ''shadowed ;" 
that is to say, watched wherever they 
went by union men detailed by a com- 
mittee for that purpose, a certain num- 
ber of men taking turn and tarn about 
for this purpose. These picketed work- 
men were first quietiy approached and 
solicited to join the union. 
If they rt- 


fnsed a system of espionage and per- 
sonal annoyance, 
supplemented by 


threatening letters, was enforced, that 
made their liven unbearable. But tbe 
English law made "picketing" an of-

Thero is no overt act in 
boycotting for the law to take hold of, 
and the only law that will touch the 
case is that of "conspiracy." Bat to 
prove conspiracy the persons who are 
conspiring must first be discovered. 
Such a discovery in the caac of boycot- 
ting U 
almost 
literally impossible. 


WBen it is determined by the local coun- 
sel of the league to "boycott," a land- 
lord all the persons in his employ are 
secretly notified of the fatst, anJ are 
warned that no one will be permitted 
to work for him any longer. 
If his 


crops have yet to be harvested they 
must remain untouched in the field un- 
der peril of the vengeance of the league. 
When this order is issued the landlord's 
hands suddenly desert him. Hired wo- 
men doing service iu his household as 
suddenly disappear. The local trades- 
men to whom be has looked) for many 
of his necessaries of life decline to deal 
with him. If he wants to sell any of 
his cattle or any part of the products 
of his farm be can find no buyers. 
If 


he have tenants, they pay him no rent. 
If he attempts to gather in his unhar- 
veated crop or market any of his farm 
products, he does it at the peril of hia 
life, and is only safe, as he walks about 
his farm, when guarded by a detail of 
the constabulary. 
He is, in point of 


fact, as completely isolated and cut off 
from assistance as if he was alone with 
bis family in the midst of the great 
desert He has DO one to whom be can 
appeal tor relief, for in all his neigh- 
borhood there ia no one who dare re- 
spond with a helping hand. He is un- 
der the ban of tbe league, but who pro- 
nounced the ban be does not know. 
The power that assails him is invisible, 
but is as subtle as the air and as cer- 
tain as fate. 
Unless conspiracy can be 


proved, there is no law that can deal 
with boycotting. His farm hatdi have 
abandoned him. They have the right 
to do so, unless they are working under 
a contract. His domestics have quitted 
his root in a body. It is no person's 
business but their own why ihey left it. 
The woman of the adjacent village re- 
tuse, at any price, even to do the wasD- 
in* ot the family, as they refused Mrs. 
Boycott. Who can compel them to 
.wash when they have no mind to do it? 
The local tradesmen will neither noil 
«oods to the boycotted landlord nor 
buy bis produce. No one has the legal 
ri|iht to nay they shall do otherwise. 
The shadow of the league is over them 
all ; and whether willingly or unwilling- 
ly, whether in accord with or dreading 
its power, they have to yield obedience 
to its mandates.

A brief statement of the facts In tli» above 


cues will be of special Interest to ourreaders. 
Inasmuch ai such offenses are«omewhat rare 
in the history of courts of justlc*. At tbe last 
May term of tbe Mauon county circuit court 
one Charles Patterson was Indicted by the 
grand Jury then in teuton for the crimes of 
larceny and burflary in t tealinr a hone. Dur- 
ing the said term of court, Patterson, through 
his attorneys, la* & Walk«r, made a motion 
before Judge Smith asking for a change of 
venue; aliening In his petition that he believed 
that prejudice existed against him in the 
minds or Hon, (!. B. Smith, Hon. J. W. Wlllcln 
and Ron. 0. L. Davis, tbe judges of this (the 
fourth) judicial district. 
It became neces- 


sary that Patterson's petition should be 
accompanied by the affidavits of at least two 
reputable persons, residents of the county. In 
no wise related to the prisoner; that they be- 
lieved the judges aforesaid were so prejudiced 
against Patterson that he could not get a fair 
and Impartial trial before either of th.°m. 


The necessary affidavits wer* drawn up by 


the defendant's counsel In due form, and were 
properly sworn to and signed by the defend- 
ants In the perjury cases now pending-, Wm. 
C. Diivis, Andrew Kobison and Lewis Herring- 


ton, 
each residents of this county. But the 


motion for a change of vanue was denied by 
Judge ISmlth, and Patterson wss tried and 
sentencedto the penitentiary for seven years. 


At the present term of court Davis, RobUon 


and Herrlngton, who are residents of the west 
part of the county, and each unable to read or 
write, were indicted for perjury; and the Ian. 
guage of the closing paragraph of each volu- 
minous Indictment, as drawn by State's Attor- 
ney Johns, roads a* follows: 


And so the grand jurors atoresald chosen, 


selected and sworn, in and for the county of 
Macon aforesaid, upon their oaths aforesaid, 
do say that tbe said William C. Davis, on the 
18th day of Hay, 1880, In the county of Macon 
and State of Illinois aforesaid, by his own act 
and consent, and of his own most wicked and 
corrupt mind, in manner and form aforesaid, 
maliciously, wickedly, wilfully, corruptly and 
falsely, did commit wilful and corrupt perju- 
ry, to the great displeasure of Almighty God, 
In contempt of the people of the State of Illi- 
nois and tbe laws thereof, to the evil and per- 
nicious example of all others In like case 
offending, contrary to the form of the statute 
in inch case made and provided and against tbe 
peace and dignity of the people of the State 
of Illinois. 


Each of the defendants is In custody, and 


their trials will be had on Thursday next, or as 
loon thereafter as passible. The judges of 
this judicial circuit being interested parties. 
Judge Zaiie, of SprlDfrfleld, will preside.

wants of oar country and village schools. 
This course will be made the best possi- 
ble under the present conditions of our 
schools. The course will be graded from 
the readers, as a basis upon which to 
make promotions. Those pupils who are 
studying the first, second and third read- 
ers, and the first years' work In the fourth 
reader,'will be considered as belonging 
to the primary department of the gradu- 
ating course, and those pupils who are in 
the second years' work of the fourth 
reader and the first and fecoml years- 
work of the flfth reader, will be classed 
in the grammar department of the gradu- 
ating coarse.

Note this statement: 
Catalogues will! 


be published annually, showing, among 
many valuable things they should show, 
the names of the prospective graduates 
one or two years preceding the com- 
mencement exercises, the names of the 
teachers in a given district, etc. 
• When tbe final years' work is complet- 
ed the superintendent will call those com- 
peting fer graduation to a central school 
house, hold a public examination, making 
it as much oral as practical, decide on the 
grades of tbe pupils, and in the evening 
of tbe same day either at the same school 
house or at some convenient church, hold 
commencement exeicinea in which the 
diplomas, properly signed by the teacher, 
directors and superintendent, will be pre- 
sented to the individuals graduating, the 
graduating pupils will then recite their 
orations, declamations, essays, etc. 


Let us look at the above plan in its true 


light a moment. It is simply the appli- 
cation to primary schools of a well- 
grounded principle employed in higher 
schools. Every student who eaters col 
lege, for example, has bis course mapped 
out for him. He may do more, but there 
is a minimum of work which be must do. 
So here, as soon as a child passes I rota 
a grade be knows just how much be mutt 
do in tbe next and how much time he has 
for completing it. 
It insures a variety 


of studies instead of just such as tbe pu- 
pil's fancy may select, as at present. My 
opinion is tbat a pupil from 14 to 18 years 
of age, who has carried the several 
grades, will do belter work m four or 
five branches than in one alone. 


Space will nut admit of further explan- 


ation this week. The county cannot be 
organized immediately, as the course of 
study and plan of organization must be 
thoroughly digested. 
We are meeting 


with the most flattering encouragement 
from all quarters in this simple and prac- 
tical plan. Let teachers explain this to 
their schools and patrons.
